They know 
too, that life is going on, and that they must 
soon, if ever, settle downto live ; that the State 
it advancing in age and our towns are grow- 
ing into a fixed character of some sort. They 
know that without the Sabbath, society must 
be rough and ill-formed, that without it there 
can be no rest, no true peace of heart or home, 
no training of the heart and mind for the en- 
joyment of life.

The Doctrine of an Atonement in the 
Theology of Modern Judaism. 


BY EPHRAIM M. EPSTEIN. 


It seems appropriate that I bring before you, 
whom I shall never meet again, something 
which relates to the faith of my Jewish breth- 
ren; that faith which I renounced, a few years 
ago, for the truth as it is in Jesus. And as I 
am now to leave you, and yonder beloved Sem- 
inary, I wish to speak to you of that blind- 
ness which has happened unto Israel, and thus 
secure your prayers and sympathies in their 
behalf, and your God-speed to me in the work 
to which I devote my life, the preaching of 
Christ to my kinsmen according to the flesh. 

As britfly as possible I wish to present to 
you the doctrine of an Atonement in the The- 
ology of Modern Judaism, as it may be gath. 
ered from the Talmud, i. e., the traditions of 
the Elders, and their numerous commentators 
and compilers, and other modern Jewish reli- 
gious writers. Of course,in the theology of 
the rationalistic Jews of Germany, France, 
England, and this country, who virtually, or 
expressly, deny the divine authority of the Old 
‘Testament, as well as that of the traditions of 
their Elders, we would seek in vain for any 
trace of such a doctrine as an atonement for 
sin. But the majority of the Jews still be- 
lieve in the Old Testament, and, alas, also in 
the traditions, as of equa! author ty. 

In these traditions we find that the necessity 
of an atonement is still deeply felt. But since 
the types of the great atonement for the sins of 
the world ceased, and since Jesus Christ, the 
antitype, was rejected by the Scribes and 
Pharisees, the Jews, their followers, “ have left 
the fountain of living waters,” Jehovah and 
his Word, “and have hewn out to themselves 
cisterns, broken cisterns, which can hold no 
water.” 

That the necessity of an atonement is feit 
by the Jews, and that none of their modern in- 
ventions are satisfactory to them, I proceed to 
illustrate by the multiplicity of things which 
they vainly cling to as atonements for sin. 

lst. Good works, generally are regarded, in 
the theology of modern Judaism, as both atone- 
ing for sin, and a means to obtain the bless- 
edness of heaven. By good works are under- 
stood the literal fulfilment of all, or any one 
of the laws and precedents 2 the Old Testa- 
ment, repentance, penances, alms-giving, . 
er,and above all, the studying of the — 
tions of the Elders. According to that sys- 
tem, if any one has of these good works saf- 
ficient to equare with bis evil works, the for- 
mer atone for the latter. And it is asserted 
that any one in Israel may, and that many in 
Israel do, perform good works, enough to bal- 
ance their own sins, and even more ; and when 
they huve passed this line, the surplus of their 
goods goes to atone for the sins of other Isra- 
elites, who are deficient in good works of their 
own to balance them. Here it would seem 
that the doctrine of an atonement is fixed.— 
But conscience, as well as the Scriptures, is 
not satisfied with our owa righteousaess, for 
either we have none, or not sufficient to atone 
for our unrighteousness. This the Rabbios

This, therefore, atones for all trans- 
gressions ; though one should sin all his days, 
yet if he repent at last, none of his transgres- 
sions are remembered agaiost him, as it is 
written, “ The wickedoess of the wicked shall 
not cause him to stumble in the day he ts 
from his wickedness,” Ezek. 33: 12; and the 
very day of atonement itself atones for those who 
are penitent ; as it is written: This day shall 
atone for you.” Levit. 23: 28. Here again, 
repentance alone is admitted to be insufficient 
for forgiveness, unless there be an atoneinent, 
extraneous to the individual repenting. But 
the superficial character of that pretended 
atonement cannot satisfy the sin-stricken soul, 
and, therefore, the Rabbias contrive stiil anoth- 
er atonement, and say: 

6thly. That the day of death atones for all 
thesins of the dying individual; his repent- 
ance and good works are all necessary, still the 
day of death, by which is meant the pains of 
dissolution, is required by Jehovah as an atone- 
ment for his sins. Here at least it would seem

From the Oriental. 
A Legend of Babylon. 

While the researches of Layard, Botta, 
Rawlinson and others, into the ruins of Baby- 
lon, are exciting so much curiosity, our readers 
will be pleased to read an extract from the re- 
mains of almost the only writer, of that won- 
derful people, whose works or name are nom 
known. Berossus was a priest of the great 
temple of Belus, and is supposed to have sketeh- 
ed his history to some extent from representa- 
tions on its walls. He lived about two centuries : 
after the Captivity of the Jews among his 
countrymen. We read with the deepest inte- 
rest this evidence of the influence of the book 
of Revelation upon thefopinions of the Magi. 
We understand hence the source of the tradF 
tions of the Creation, the Deluge, and of the 
leading ideas of religious truth, that have been 
made manifest in India, China, and other 
countries of Eastern Asia. This fragment 
was preserved in the writings of Alexander 
Polyhistor, a Greek of the second century of 
the Christian era: * 


Berossus, in the first book of his histéry o 
Babylonian, informs us that he lived in 
of Alexander the son of Philip. And 
mentions that there were written accounts, 
preserved at Babylon with the greatest care, 
comprehending a period of above fifteen myri- 
ads of years; and that these writings contain- 


the birth of mankind ; and of the kings, and 
of the memorable actions which they had 


And in the first place he describes Babylo- 


wheat, and barley, and ocrus, and sesame ; and 
that in the lakes were produced the roots ca- 
led gong, which are fit for food, and in re- 


That 
there were also palm trees and apples, and a 
variety of fruits; fish also and birds, both 


which frequent the lakes. He adds, that those 


ia, were without water and barren ; but that 


At Babylon there was (in these times) a 
reat resort of people of various nations, who 
inhabited Chaldæa, and lived in a lawless 
manner like the beasts of the field. 

In the first year there appeared, from that 
part of the Erythræan sea which borders 
upon Babylonia, au animal destitute of reason, 


ing to the account of oy sera was that of 
a fish ; that under the fish’s h he had an- 
other head, with feet also below, similar to 
those of a man, 9 to the fish’s ‘tail. 
His voice too, and language, was articulate 
and human; and a representation of him is 
preserved even to this day. 

This Being was accustomed to pass the day 
among men; but took no food at that season; 
and he gave them an insigbt into letters and 
sciences, and arts of every kind. He taught 
them to corstruct cities, to found temples, to 
compile laws, and explained to them the prin- 
ciples of geometical koowledge. He made | 
them distinguish the seeds of the earth, and | 
shewed them how to collect the fruits; in 
short, he instructed them in everything which 
could tend to soften manners and humanize 
their lives. From that time, nothing material 
has been added by way of improvement to his 
instructions. And when the sun had set, this 
being Oannes retired again into the sea, and 
passed the night in the deep; for he was am- 
ibious. After this there appeared other an- 
imals like Oannes, of which Berossus proposes 
to give an account when he comes to the his- 
tory of the kings. Moreover Oannes wrote 
concerning the eration of mankind; and

.vessel with many lamentations, and called con- 
tinually on the name of X‘sothrus. Him the

of his piety that he was translated to live with 
the gods; that his wife and daughter, and the 
ilot, had obtained the same honor.

place, wherein they then were, was the land of 
Armenia, The rest having heard these words, 
offered sacrifices to the gods; and taking a 
circuit, journeyed towards Babylonia:

And when they 
returned to Bgbylon, and had found the writ- 
ings at Sippara, they built cities, and erected 
temples: and Babylon was thus inhabited 
again.

Bulls 
likewise were bred there with the heads of 
men ; and dogs with fourfo'd bodies, termina- 
ted in their extremities with the tails of fishes :

and other animals, with the heads and bodies 
of horses and the tails of fishes. In short, 
there were creatures in which were combined 
the limbs of every species of animals. In ad- 
dition to these, fishes, reptiles, serpents, with 
other monstrous animals, which assumed each 
other’s shape and countenance. Of all which 
were preserved delineations in the temple of 
Belus at Babylon. 

The person, who presided over them, was a 
woman named Omoroca; which in the Chal- 
dean language is Thalatth ; in Greek ‘Thalas- 
sa, the sea; but which might equally be inter- 
preted the Moon. All this being in this situ- 
ation, Belus came and cut the woman asunder : 
and of one half of her he formed the earth, 
and of the other half the heavens; and at the 
same time destroyed the animals within her. 
All this (be says) was an allegorical descrip- 
tion of nature. For, the whole universe con- 
sisting of moisture, and animals being continu- 
ally generated therein, the deity above-men- 
tioned took off his own head: upon which the 
other mixed the blood, as it gushed out, 
with the earth; and from theoce were formed 
men. On this account it is that they are ra- 
tional, and partake of divine knowledge. This 
Belus, by whom they signify Jupiter, divided 
the darknes: and separated the Heavens from 
the Earth, and reduced the universe to order. 
But the animals, not being able to bear the 
prevalence of light, died. Belus upon this, 
seeing a vast space unoccupied, though by na- 
ture fruitful, commanded one of the gods to 
take off his head, and to mix the blood with 
the earth; and from thence to form other 
men and animals, which should be ble of 
bearing the air. Belus formed also the stars, 
and the suo, and the moon, and the five plan- 
ets. (Such, according to Polyhistor Alexan- 
der, is the account which Berossus gives in his 
first book.)

Times, is taken from R. W. Emerson's late 
work, entitled, “ English Traits.” 


_ England is full of manly, clever, well-bred 
men who possess the talent of writing off-hand 
pungent paragraph, expressing with clearness 
and courage their opinion on any n or per- 
formance. Valuable or not, it is a skill that is 
rarely found, out of the English journals. The 
English do this, as they write poetry, as they 
ride and box, by being educated to it. It 
comes of the crowded state of the professions, 
the violent interest which all men take in poli- 
tics, the facility of experimenting in the jour- 
nals, and high pay. 

The most conspicuous result of this talent is 
the Temes newspaper. No power in England 
ismore felt, more feared, or more obeyed. 
What you read in the morning in that journal, 

ou shall hear in the evening in all society. It 

ears everywhere, and its information is ear- 
liest, completest, and surest. It has risen year 
by — and victory by victory, to its present 
authority. I asked one of its old contributors, 
whether it hed once been abler than it is now. 
“Never,” he said; “these are its palmiest 
days.” It has shown those qualities which are 
dear to Englishmen, unflinching adherence to 
its objects, prodigal intellectual ability, and a 
towering assurance, backed by the or- 
— on * — printing-house, its world- 
wide net-work of corres ce and . 

The late Mr. Wale wes — af ‘thes 
Times, and had gradually arranged the whole 
materiel of it in perfect system. It is told, 
that when he demanded a small share in the 
property, and was refused, he said, “ As you 
ms ee ; and you may take away the 

mes from this office, when you will; I shall 

ublish the New Times, next Monday morniog.” 
The proprietors, who had already complained 
that his charges for printing were excessive, 
found that they were in bis power, and gave 
him whatever be wished. 

The staff of the Times has always been 
made up of able men. Old Walter, Sterling, 
Bacon, Baroes, Alsiger, Horace Twiss, Jones 
Loyd, John Oxenford, Mr. Mosely, Mr. Bailey, 
have contributed to its renown in its special 
departments. But it has never wanted the 
first pens for occasional assistance. Its pri- 
vate information is inexplicable, and recals the 
stories of Fouche’s police, whose omniscience 
made it believed that the Empress Josephine 
must be in his pay. It has mercantile and po- 
litical correspondents in every foreign city ; 
and its expresses outrun the despatches of the 
government. 

The influence of this journal is a recognized 
power in Europe, and, of coarse, none is more 
conscious of it than its conductors. The tone 
of its articles has often! en the occasion of 
comment from the official organs of the conti- 
nental courts, and sometimes the ground of di- 
plomatic complaint. What would the Times 
say ? is a terror in Paris, in Berlin,in Vienna, 
in Copenhagen, and in Nepaul. Its consam- 
mate discretion and success exhibit the English 
skill of combination. The daily paper is the 
work of many hands, chiefly, it is said, of young 
meu from the University, aud perhaps reading 
law in chambers in London. Ilence the aca- 
demic elegance, and classic allusion, which 
adorn its columns. ence, too, the heat and 
gallantry of its onset. But thesteadiness of 
the aim suggests the belief that this fire is di- 
rected and fed by older engineers; as if per- 
sons of exact information, and with the basis of 
fact, and the object to be attained, had availed 
themselves of their younger energy and elo- 
quence to plead the cause. Both the council 
and the executive departments gain by this di- 
vision. Ot two men of equal ability, the one 
who does not write, but k his eye on the 
course of public affairs, will have the higher 
judicial wisdom. But the parts are kept in 
concert; all the articles appear to proceed 
from a single will. It out bluff and 
bold, and sticks to what it says. No dignity 
or wealth is a shield from its assault. It at- 
tacks a duke as readily as a policeman, and with 
most provoking airs of condescension. It makes 
rade work of the Board of Admiralty. The 
Bench of Bishops is still less safe. One bishop 
fares badly for his rapacity, and another for 
bis bigotry, and a third for his courtliness. It 
addresses occasionally a hint to Majesty itself, 
and sometimes a hint which is taken. There 
is an air of freedom even in their advertising 
columns, which speaks well for England to a 
foreigner. On the day when I arrived in Lon- 
don I read, among the daily announcements, 
one offering a reward of fifty pounds to any per- 
son who would put a nobleman, described by 
name and title, late a member of Parliament, 
into any county jail in England, he baving been 
convicted of obtaining money under false pre- 
tences. 

The Times, like every important institution, 
shows the way to a better. It isa living index 
of the colossal British power. Its existence 
honors the people who dare to prént all they 
know, dare to know allthe facts, and do not 
wish to be flattered by hiding the extent of the 
public disaster. There is always safety in val- 
or. I wish I could add, that this journal aspired 
to deserve the power it wields, by guidance of 
the public sentiment to the right. It is usual- 
ly pretended, in Parliement and elsewhere, 
that the English press has a high tone,—which 
it hasnot. It has an imperial tone, as of a 
powerful and independent nation. But as 
with other empires, its tone is prone to be offi- 
cial, and even officinal. The Times shares all 
the limitations of the governing classes, and 
wishes never to be in a minority.

It is not the mere sharpening of the intel- 
lect that is the real and trae work of the 
schoolmaster. He who has no higber end 
than this has mistaken his vocation. He isa 
ying prophet. He is a troubler of the land. 

t is not accomplished forgers, embezzlers of 
public funds, betrayers of public trust, selfish 
politicians, and free traders in the prosperity 
and happiness of the community, that the 
world needs. It is a rightly educated and dis- 
ciplined conscience that it needs. It is men— 
an eatire generation, with whom principles, 
duty, obedience to God, and love to man, are 
the dominant forces of their daily lives. 

— schoolmaster’s true vocation is, not 
merely to instruct the young in the myste 
of figures, or tne c!oud of Seoten 
or German schools of philosophy. They are 
all well enough in their places. But there is 
something better, and unatterably more valua- 
ble. It is the science of self-control. It is the 
goveromept of temper ; a love and a passion for 
that whieh is good, and beautiful, and true; 
reverence for justice, virtue, integrity, liberal- 
ity, humanity, and above all, an amiable faith 

wisdom of an Invisible 
Presence, everywhere caring for each and for 
all men, and spreading over them all the wings 
of His protection and paternal Providence. 
This is the highest office. And in so far as he 
is faithfal, capable, aad enthusiastic in bis 
work, in the same proportion be rises as a 
professional man in dignity and worth. Nei- 
ther priest, senator, nor king, is his superior. 
His work is the highest of all work. IIe has 
the heart and conscience of the Republic when 
it is the most mouldable in his bands, and with 
him it largely depends what shape, or course, 
they shall take on them. We want men in 
our schools whose souls are in their profess. 
ion. Men who feel they are the true instruc- 
tors of the natioo—that its future ministers of 
religion, its statesmen, orators, magistrates, 
and heads of families, are in their hands, to be 
made strong and brave and conscientious in 
the discharge of their duties, as the members 
of a free, Christian community. Noman needs 
higher qualifications for his office than the 
schoolmaster. No man’s work, in its import- 
ance and influence, is of a wider reach than 
his. He who sends out from his class-room a 
lad smitten with the love of truth, integrity, 
humanity, and an awe and a reverence for God 
and religion, confers upon his courtry a high- 
er good than the most eloquent statesman, 
whose genius and tact should add to us Cuba 
on the one side, and the Sandwich Islands on 
the other. It is not the islands and acres that 
make astate. It is men! And that school- 
master has, under God, made a man, who has 
sent forth from his school a soul, with whom 
to DO RIGHT isa ion. 

Yes, it is in the ordinary affairs of life, we 
are to use the talent of genius, or skill, or po- 
sition, or authority, or whatever gift we are 
entrusted with. There can be no divorcement 
between a man’s religion and his daily walk. 
Heis to make the virtues of the Christian 
grow into sturdy habits, by practice, and 
amidst the conflicts and trials of his integrity 
beam like seraph Abdiel—to stand faithful 
among the faithless. We are all responsible, 
in our several stations, for the honesty and 

ood faith with which we execute the work 
od gives us to do, as employer and employed, 
as buyers or sellers, as mechanics, and work- 
men in the great industrial hive of human ef- 
fortand activity. And he who has bought and 
sold in the forum of stern honesty; he who 
has been a faithful workman at the anvil or 
the work-bench ; he who bas the wisdom and 
firmness of principle to make the anxieties and 
temptations of his business the means of 
strengthening the Christian virtues in his soul;

To one man as he stands behind his desk, it 
will be the means of invigorating and making 
robust the ever-present will of his heart to deal 
honestly. To another, perhaps his neighbor, 
or his very partner in business it may be, that 
the most trifling articles of sale, shall fan an 
ever-lurking, half-smothered self-interest in his 
soul, uatil it grows into an unconquerable habit 
a sordid passion, that shall again and again 
crimson conscience with the memory of petty 
frauds, and smart bargains, and ‘cute decep- 
tions.

Such a man 
may, from the hardening force of habit, front 
his neighbor unshrinkingly, but to lift up his 
heart and soul, prayerfully, upon his industry, 
he cannot; he will not, he dare not. Dennk- 
enness and swearing do not so thoroughly de- 
moralize and belittle the soul, or smother out 
good healthful truths, as such slow, deliberate 
abuse of one’s business or calling. 

O, let us beware of the beginnings of evil! 
let us all, as professional men, as business men 
or in whatever station we are placed, act, make’ 
our bargains, and go forth to our callings, as 
though the eye of God was ever looking on, 
and looking into our inmost soul. And then 
we can wash our hands in innocency, and so 
compass His altar in prayer, saying, “ Our 
Father which art in heaven,” and kindly and 
benignantly shall His eye rest on us, and He 
shall hestow upon us, as His obedient children, 
the highest, best, and most glorious of all bles- 
si the gift of eternal life, through him who 
is the resurrection and the life.

It is quite 
uncertain who will be the nominec for the 
vacency that has existed so long. 

The work before this Legislature is momen- 
tary. We have not had a better appearing 
body in years; and there is a general disposi- 
tion now prevalent, to keep sober and work 
hard. 

You will see by the official statement of the 
votes, that the whole number of votes cast 
exceeds 110,000, which is 5,000 more than 
your humble servant supposed it would be ; 
and exceeds the highest vote ever cast before 
by 13,000; and proves that we have a grow- 
ing population in spite of all drawbacks. 

It is difficult to see what the Legislature 
will do with the State debt. It cannot be 
made legal now by any action whatever ; noth- 
ing but a moral obligation can ever exist to 
pay it. Many think there is no such obliga- 
tion, in the circumstances. For my part, I 
will vote to pay it; but I want the assurance 
that there will be no more such debts contract- 
ed. Henceforth there must be economy, hon- 
esty, and common discretion in the manage- 
ment of public affairs, or the people will reject 
the whole thing, when appealed to for en- 


dorsement.

Heirs of Nieto vs. Samuel Carpenter.—The 


judgment in favor of the defendant is affirmed, 


although upon entirely different grounds from 
those upon which it was based in the Court below. 
The question was one involving the title to an exs 
tensive tract of land, and although the decision 
is an elaborate one, itis confined to m.tters of 
construction of title, and consequently uninter- 
esting to the general reader. The property in- 
volved consisted of a ranch of some forty-four 
thousand acres, not one of which is said to be worth 
less than ten dollars; henee, in round numbers, 
the value may be placed at $400,000. The ranch 
is situated in Los Angelos county and is regard- 
ed as the second in value in the State. By this 
decision it becomes the absolute property of Dr. 
J. G. Downey, one of the Representatives of that 
county in the last Legislature, he having previ- 
ously purchased the interest of Carpenter. 

In the case of Clay vs. Hoagland, the Court 
hold that the judgment of the appellate Court is 
conclusive as to the case decided,although the prin- 
ciple upon which the decision was rendered may 
have been subsequently declared to be erroneous. 
This applies to qaestions of jurisdiction, as well 
as to questions of law. Judgment is affirmed. 
In the case of Murphy vs. Wallingford, the 
Court decides in order to recover in ejectment, 
upon prior possession alone, it is not sufficient 
that the tract be surveyed and the boundaries 
marked, and that a house be built upon it and oc- 
cupied, and only a portion of it enclosed. The 
possession must be an actual bona fide occupation. 
Judgment is reversed. 

In the case of Bowes vs. Webster, et. al., the 
Court hold that growing crops are not goods and } 
chattels within the meaning of the statute of 
frauds, and may pass by deed or conveyance, as 
they are not susceptible of delivery.

A correspondent of the Albany Argus says 
that Colonel Fremont has challenged Senator 
Toombs, of Georgia, for having made reflec- 
tions on his birth and questioning his legitima- 


cy. 

From the report of the Postmaster General, 
we learn that the expenaitures of the present 
year exceed the receipts over $2,750,000. He 
recommends the abolition of the franking privi- 
lege, and jmaking present “free matter pay 
half rates. 

He favors the establishment of a week! 
mail to San Francisco, to be alternately divid- 
ed between the present route, via Panama, and 
either the Nicaragua or Tehauntepec route, the 
cost of the new service not to exceed $200,000 

per annum, and thinks that the compensation 
to the Pavama Rail Road should be reduced to 
$50,000 per annnm. 

The expenditures of the Department for the 
past fiscal year, amounted to $10,405,286 36. 

The expenditures for the year 1857 are esti- 
mated at $10,658,678, and the estimated defi- 
ciency $666,883. 

The gross revenue of the Department from 


all sources in the past fiscal year, was $6,920,- 
821 66. 


The Secretary of the Treasury, Mr. Guthrie, 
estimates the receipts of the Treasury for the 
current fiscal year, should the Tariff remain 
unaltered, at Sixty-six Millions from Customs, 
Six Millions from Lands, and One Million from 
all other sources—in all Seventy-three Millions. 
Our imports for the fiscal year ending with last 
June were officially valued at Three Hundred 
and Twenty-seven, and our Exports at Three 
Hundred and Fifteen Millions. 

Mr. Guthrie argues in favor of a reductlon 
in the tariff and the removal of all duties on 
certain raw materials, such as wool, silks, furs, 
hides, skins, Ke. He also argues that ad valo- 
rem are preferable to specific duties. 

The Washington letter-writer of the N. Y. 
Herald says advices have been received at the 
State Department to the effect that Chile and 
Peru had to contribute men and money 
to aid the Central American States against 
Walker. Ecuador and New Granada have 
both been solicited to enter into the same ar- 
rangement, but New Granada has declined. It 
is thought Ecuador will furnish its share. It 
is said that Chile will contribute one thousand 
men, Peru one million of dollars. It is 
understood that the old Nicaragua Transit 
Co., headed by Commodore Vanderbilt and 
Jos. D. White, have had something to do with 
this plan.

Electricity Applied to Clocks. 

We witnessed a few days since the opera- 
tions of Hall’s patent eleciric clocks, manufac- 
tured by and now running at the establish- 
ment of Messrs Charles T. and J. N. Chester. 
These clocks are designed to be all connected 
with and controlled by an accurate regulating 
clock, keeping rfect meridian time. The 
beats of all the electric clocks connected with 
the regulator which we saw were in perfect 
unison, and the hands moved together as if they 
were but one set and one dial. It made no dif- 
ference whether these clocks were near togeth- 
er or at some distance apart ; all registered the 
same second of time. The arrangement of 
these time-pieces is as follows: One wheel of 
the regulating clock is made to revolve once 
each minute—and the pendulum is of such 
length as to beat seconds. The pinion of this 
wheel carries another wheel whose periphery is 
made of thirty pieces of ivory and thirty pieces 
of brass alteruating with each other. On this 
periphery rests a conducting wire, and the 
wheel itself is made part of the conducting 
circuit. This circuit is composed of a — 
ie battery, a wire like that used by the telegraph 
companies, and it takes in each and every elec- 
tric clock. As the circuit wheel revolves, it 
first brings brass, then ivory, against the con- 
ducting wire; one brass, the next sec- 
ond ivory. When the brass t touches 
the wire then the circuit is “closed,” the 
galvanic battery comes into action and the 
telegraph wire charged, and the magnets in 
each clock working at the same instant by the 
electricity thus brought to bear upon them, act 
upon an escapement of — — construction 
which moves the second one second. Er- 
ery time the circuit is“ broken the same 
movement takes place within the electric clocks 
—that is, the hand moves one second. Thus 
one revolution of the circuit wheel in the reg- 
ulating clock closes the circuit 30 ti and 
breaks the circuit 30 times, and the“ break 
or “close of the circuit advances the hands 
of the electric clocks one second. ‘The circuit 
wheel of the regulator and the second hands of 
the electric clocks move precisely together.— 
The — and closing taking place 80 
evenly and slowly, no difficulty is experienced 
in making a great number of clocks work all 
precisely together. It is a very ingenious ar- 
rangement.—Life Illustrated.

The individuals who 
first discovered these digcings by sinking a shaft, 
have sold seven-eights of their claim for seven 
thousand dullars.— Placer American.

Tur Mantrosa Grant.—The first suit by the 
holders of the Fremont Mariposa grant, bas been 
brought in the District Court of Mariposa against 
the Merced Mining Company.

It is to obtain possession, under this title, of cer- 
tain mining locations from parties who became 
owners of them in the same manner that miners 
in other portions of the mining country have be- 
come proprietors—by location or purchase of the 
locators. The resultof this trial will be looked 
for with great interest. 


FATAL ArFrray.—We learn from the Iowa Hill 
News that on Friday morning, the 29th inst., a fa- 
tal affray occurred at Bennett's Saloon, on Roach 
Hill, which resulted in the death of Thos. Stevens. 
It appears that two young men named Thomas 
Stevens and Benjamin Petrie were in the saloon, 
when high words passed between them—Stevens 
calling Petrie a thief, and Petrie retorting that if 
he said that he was a liar. Upou this, Stevens 
went out, and soon returned with a knife which 
he held high in the air, and followed up Petrie uns 
til he cornered him—Petrie holding his pistol in 
his hand all the time. When Stevens came with» 
in four feet of him he fired, the ball striking just 
above the pit of the stomach, a little to the right. 
The wounded man fell, and died in about two 
hours and a half afterwards. 

The Coroner held an inquest, and the Jury ac- 
quitted Petrie of all blame’ 


Another victim of the intoxicating draught, 
without question, and had the Jury done theirdus 
ty, they would have brought in a verdict to that 
effect, judging merely from the place where tlic fa- 
tal affeay occurred, in a saloon, the polite name of 
the places where liquid poisons are sold. 


FATAL AFFRAY.—We learn from the Sacra- 
mento Union that on Christmas day a very pafn~- 
fal affair occurred, in Washington, opposite Sac~ 
ramento. A number of young men were enjoy- 
ing themselves in a manner usual upon such zun 
occasion, and »y afternoon were rather merry.— 
Two of them, named A. Chisholm and W. Arms 
ing on, both clever, industrious men, indalged 
rather freely in drink, and fell into a dispute about 
family names. The dispute led to blows, and the 
parties were for a time separated. Armington 
afterwards saw Chisholm, and started after him, 
and he also took to his heels. The former, how- 
ever, gained upon him, and as he had nearly 
reached his house, Armington overtook him, and 
struck him one blow from behind with his fist, 
the blow taking effect on the spinal column, at 
the base of the brain. Chisholm fell insensible, 
and was found to have been so severely injured 
that several physicians were sent for. His case 
was examined by them, and everything done to 
* him that could be done, 
holm, who was injured as above related, died 
yesterday morning from the effects of the wounds 
received. 

Wm. Armington, the man who inflicted the 
blow, which has resulted so fatally, has fled to 
parts unknown. 


Three separate cavings occurred, in the vicinity 
of Grizzly Fiat, on the 23d inst., in one of which 
a Mr. Johnson was seriously injured, and a Mr. 
Maguire killed. The latter was an old man, and 
is said to have a wife and ten children in Ohio, 
and has been in the State only about three weeks 
— Cor. Mountain Demccrat. 


On the morning of the 21th, the boiler of the 
„Hereſord Mill” exploded. The boiler was thrown 
some sixty yards, tearing up in its course a green 
oak stnmp, three feetin diameter. The machins 
ery is a complete wreck. Although four men 
were at work on and about the machinery, they 
all escaped unharmed, except the sawyer. He 
received R severe bruise on the left ancle. Con- 
sidering the positions of the parties at work at 
the time of the explosion, it would seem that 
nothing short of Divine interposition could have 
saved them.

Lazy Boys. 


A lazy boy makes a lazy man, just as sure 
as a crooked twig makes a crooked tree. Who 
ever saw a boy growing up in idleness that did 
not make a shiftless vagabond when he became 
a man, unless he had a fortune left to him to 
keep up appearances? The great mass of 
thieves, paupers, and criminals that fill our pen- 
itentiaries and alms-houses bave come to what 
they are by being brought up in idleness. 
Those who constitute the business portion of 
the community, those who make our great and 
useful men, were trained up in their boyhood 
to be industrious. 

When a boy is old enough to begin to play 
in the street, then be is old enough «to 
taught how to work. Of course we would not 
deprive children of healthful, playfal exercise, 
or the time they should spend in study, but 
teach them to work little by little as a child is 
taught at school. In this way he will acquire 
habits of industry which will not forsake him 
when he grows up. 

Many persons who are poor, let their chil- 
dren grow up to fourteen or sixteen years of 
age, or till they can support them no longer, 
before they put them to labor. Such children 
not having any idea what work is, having ac- 


quired habits of idleness, go forth to impose t 


upon their employers with laziness. There is 
a repulsiveness in all labor set before them, 
and to get it done, no matter how, is their only 
aim. bey are ambitious at play bat dull at 
work. ‘The consequence is, they stick to one 
thing but a short time; they rove about 
the world, get into mischief, and finally find 
their way to prison or the alms-house. 

With the habit of idleness, vice may gener- 
ally, if not invariably be found. Where the 
mind and hands are not occupied in some useful 
employment, an evil genius finds them enough 
to do. They are found in the street till late in 
the evening, learning the vulgar and profane 
habits of their elders in view. They may be 
seen hanging around groceries, bar-rooms and 
stores, where crowds gather; but they are sel- 
dom found engaged in study. 

A lazy boy is not only a bad boy, but a dis- 
race to his parents; for it is through their 
negligence that he became thus. No parents, 
however poor, in these times of cheap books 
and newspapers, need let their children grow 
up in idleness. If they cannot be kept at man- 
ual labor, let their minds be kept at work ; 
make them industrious scholars, and they will 
be industrious at any business they may under- 
take in after Ife. 

We know of many boys—young men—old 
enough to do business for themselves, who can- 
not read, and much less write their own names. 
They, too, are lazy, for ignorance and laziness 
are twin-brothers. We always feel sorry for 
such young men—their habitsjmre for life—the 
twig — in childhood has grown a distorted 
tree, and there is no remedy for it. ‘They must 
pass through life as they have lived—in lazi- 
vess and ignorance. Think of it, young reader, 
and take heed that your habits and character 
be not formed like theirs.
